FCC Proposes FRS/GMRS 
Radio Rule Changes

Dear Two-Way Radio professional and 
end-user: 

| bring to your attention the FCC Notice of 
Proposed Rulemaking (NPRM) 10-106A. It was 
released yesterday, June 7, with a 30-day 
comment due date (July 7, 2010). 

While it's rather broad in scope and 
attempts to address and unify multiple Part 95 
Services, it specifically proposes some pretty 
drastic changes to GMRS operations. Since 
many of my dealer/partners, reps, end users 
and contacts do use Part 90 Land Mobile 
products for Part 95 GMRS applications, | 
thought it prudent to bring this proposed set of 
rule changes to your attention. 

It's my opinion that the FCC has pigeon- 
holed GMRS in the same category as Family 
Radio Service; namely, that the FCC considers 
GMRS to be a consumer-oriented service 
limited to recreational use. While this may be 
true in many cases, and while many vendors 
(Cobra, Midland, etc) sell GMRS products in 
"blister packaged" configurations for sale by 
big-box retailers, GMRS has been widely 
adopted by state, county, local and emergency 
(CERT, OEM, OES, etc) agencies to provide 
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emergency and disaster communications. 
Many of these agencies have procured Part 90 
products and implemented them to serve under 
Part 95 GMRS operations. So GMRS needs to 
be viewed not only as a consumer service, but, 
as a vital and emergency (non-consumer) 
service and to this end | think the FCC is 
making some poor recommendations. 

While the list below is not all-inclusive and 
is greatly simplified, here are some key points 
the FCC is proposing in NPRM 10-106A (I urge 
you to read the entire document): 

1) Power limits of portable devices shall be 
reduced to 2 watts ERP, in 

keeping with MURS rules and restrictions 

2) Operation of mobile units shall cease, 
due to possible coordination issues with 
licensed Business Band Part 90 operations 

3) Operation of repeater systems shall 
cease, again due to high power levels and 
antenna gain issues causing potential 
interference to Part 90 operations 

4) GMRS station licenses shall be 
terminated 

5) GMRS operation shall be converted to 
"rules-based operations" rather than station 
operation, similar to MURS or radio remote 
control devices 

6) GMRS operations will be required to 
convert to narrow-band operation (not really an 
issue, but, it's mentioned in the NPRM) 

7) The upper repeater input frequencies 
will be allocated to non-GMRS operations, 
most likely Business Band Part 90 

My comments above are brief and are not 
intended to be a complete and thorough 
analysis of NPRM 10-106A. But, should you, 
your end-users and/or emergency partners 
depend on GMRS for communications of any 
kind or purpose, this rulemaking change will 
have a direct impact. | strongly urge you to 
read the document, share this information with 
your colleagues, and make the effort to reply to 
the FCC by the deadline if you feel that 
revocation of GMRS operations under present- 
day rules will severely impact you.
